SHELTON is motivated in his v;ork by love of publicity 
and a feeling of i.trQOTtance . He likss to have his opinion 
sought by different individuals. Ee is exceedingly interestoa 
la the urCA v7orI:. He is. taking some type of pills, although it 
is not Icnovm whether these are sleeping pills, tranquilizers, 
or the exact nature of the pills. SHELTON does not sleep very 
much, and that is due to the fact t:-.at he works so late that 
he Just does not get into bed in time to get sufficient sleep. 
There is no indication that he has any difficulty in sleeping, 
but he does not get over four or five hours of sleep a night. 
SHELTG:>i is not interested in sports, such as baseball, football 
or the like. He may occasionally go fishing; however, his main 
interest is in the US^ work. He belongs to the Alberta City, 
A iabaiaa, Methodist Church and does attend church occasionally. 

While in Washington, D. C. , attending the ECUA 
hearings, he remained in his roon at the Congressional Hotel 
;::ost of the time. He was staying in Room 709 of this hotel 
r>T-ior» i J one of the leading IIK& r-enbers in Alabama, 

oame to see h im bef ore I I testified before the HCUA. b7C 
SHELTON asked I I if he was gning to take the Fifth Amendment, 
which SESLTOK wante d him t o do, and I ] said he did not think 
he would do so. Aa l I left the room, SHELTON told him 
goodbye in a firm voice and slammed the door behind him. 

The only known arrest of SHELTON was on 5/21/62 by 
the Tuscaloosa, Alabama, Police Department for violation of 
the Uniform Firearms Act, but SHELTON was found not guilty on 
10/10/62. He reportedly made the statement prior to being 
founc: not guilty that he was a police officer and, therefore, 
xaas authorized to carry a gun. 

SHELTON is known to have bragged that in early 1&C5 
he had 33 television interviews. It is known that he has f Ic. :. 
to various cities and places over a great section of the 
United States to speak at public rallies or other UKA functions 
and/or to appear on radio or television programs. It is ulso 
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known that in early 1960, he v/as driving a 1957 or 1958 white 
Cadillac. In Purest , 1060, he \ as driving a darlc blue 
Caciixiac. In l^ioL, h« vus ciriving a 1058 green Cadillac. 
In 1963, he was driving a 1963 white Grand Prix Pontiac. 
la 1964, he was driving a 1961 black Cadillac. 

He reportedly wea:?s a .38 caliber pistol and on 
occasion has carried a cax-bine rifle in a gua case in his 
car, and on some occasions has been reported as carrying 
£.3 many as two guns in the t runic of his car. 
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In October of 1965, ROBERT M, CREEL, who\£.s then 
the Grand Dragon, State of Alabama, UKfi, stated that the 
various members and officers of the UKA were very disappointed 
that SE3LT0N bad taken the Fifth Amendment and had placed 
hims^f like communists in that regard. 

It is believed that SEELTON and his activities 
are the most vulnerable from the standpoint of his handling 
or mishandling of UKA funds and possibly the use of rumors 
^'^ figures alleging income tax evasion. It is known that 
SSSLTON has been employed during a great part of his adult 
life S.S a tire builder. In early 1959, he was employed as a 
tire builder at the B. F. Goodrich Plant at Tuscaloosa, 
Alabaraa, and resigned from this position in order to take 
the job as sales manager over all the B. F. Goodrich Stores 
vl-roughout the State of Alabama. It was mmored that he 
obtained this position by promising certain officials of the 
B. F. Goodrich Company that he was in a position to obtain 
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the entire tire business of the State of Alabama, which was 
then worth about one sillion dollars a year, for four years. 
Z3, £.ccording to c net7spaper article appearing in the 10/11/59 
ii33ue of the Biriainghan News, obtained a 1.6 million dollar 
tire contract for the B. F. Goodrich Company from the State 
of Alabama. It was alleged in this article that this tire 
contract was a "political debt is paid at last by PM-TSRSON, " 
and the article goes on to indicate that Alabama Governor 
JOHN M. PATTERSON was indebted to SHELTON for services 
rendered by SEEL'TCN and the UKA to hi::a in his i*ace for 
Governor of the State of Alabama. 

In Kovember, 1953, SHELTOH reportedly had been 
called into the Bir^inghan office of B. F. Goodrich Company 
during that month and had been advised that he was being 
fired due to a reduction in the sales force of the company. 
SEELTOH reportedly remarked that the company at Birmingham 
was being compelled by a few "Nesroes" and "Jews" to fire 
him. 

The Birminghan News for 4/30/60 carried an article 
entitled "SHELTON Ousted from Klaii Post." The article quoted 
2. L. 2DVUPJ2S, a Klansman from Atlanta, Georgia, as stating 
that SESLTON was released as Grand Dragon, an agent of the 
IQan in Alabama, "for conduct unbecosiing a Mlanssaa," and 
"attempti::-3 to use the organization for selfish purposes," 
.iscords of the Alabama Office of the Secretary of State 
reflect that SHELTON had been replaced by Eev. ALVIN HORN 
of Tallacega. The article went on to state that a cl'-eck had 
been tis.de with Mr. EDT/AEDS, who was then the Imperial Wizard 
of the UIX^ITED XLANS OF .ILSP.ICA, XNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAI'J, 
at Atlanta, and he had stated "We had to have a Grand Dragon 
in Alabama, and we did not have one in EGBERT U, SHELTON." 
ZDV/ARDS did not elaborate on what he considered conduct 
unbecoming a lilansnan, as above mentioned. It is to be noted 
that 0:1 numerous contacts with SHELTON, on rare than one 
occasion he has aientioned that he receives copies of comn'unist 
publications. It is possible that this information may be 
used to show him up in a bad lighc.

It was also stated by one of the UKA members 
that since ROBERT SHELTON' s wife worked in his office and 
was in charge of the wives of themsmbers of Tuscaloosa Klavern

on in SHELTON' s office at that time. 

The Tuscaloosa Ne?;s on page one of its 9/11/64 
edition carried a caption "Road Probe Labeled Political by 
v;aLLACS." The article indicated that an investigation was 
being conducted into alleged "wrongdoing" found in the handling 
of engineering contracts in Federal-aid highway projects in 
Alabama. The article went on to state that a lengthy report 
had been prepared in regard to the situation, and the report 
identified ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard of the Ku Klux 
IClan, as an employee of one of the engineering concerns in- 
volved, namely, Dixie Engineering, Inc., of Mobile.

In view of the above, SHELTON *s name is being deleted 
from the list of Bombing Suspects in the Birmingham Division.

KNIGHTS OF THE K0 KLOX KLAN (UKA) 



Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia^ 
reflect that this Klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21 , 1961 , at Atlanta ^ Georgia , under the 
name United Klaus, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961", that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U* S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute, and United 
Klans has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. 
These are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, 
and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established head- 
quarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
(The organization Is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, with 
units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in Pratt- 
vine, Alabama, on October 22, 196yl, the U* S. Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan« 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currently tin active organization, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON Is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization, and was elected to 
this position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocatlon 
in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that during April, 
1966, the National Office was moved from Suite 401, Alston 
Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of SHELTON* s 
residence, #18 &«ke Sherwood, Star Route', Northport, Alabama, 
which space he had converted into a room.

Internal Revenue Service (IRS), was 
contactea on b/:i3/67 to determine the status of the IRS 



case on Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard of the United Klan 
of America.

tion of Shelton for possible tax evasion for the years 1963 
through 1965. This case is still under investigation but 
indications are that Shelton owes no income taxes for 1963 
an d 1965 an d owes $100 in taxes for the year 1964.

On 2/27/68, a source of the Birmingham Office furnished 
four tapes of the Edward Dean Show, a program on which ROBERT 
SHELTON, Imperial Wizard of the United Klans of America, Inc» , 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA), and Rev, JAMES H» SPEARS, 
Grand Dragon of the UKA, Realm of Alabama, appeared as guests 
I between 10:00 P.M. and 12 Midnight, 2/22/68.

He mentioned 
that anyone desiring information as to the qualifications for 
membership in the Junior Klan should write to him at Post 
Office Box 2369, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. He also, in answer to a

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Shelton's Lawyers Wrap Up Case 
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Hearing of a civil damage suit 
by Klan Imperial Wizard Robert 
M. Shelton of Tuscaloosa against 
The Tuscaloosa News went into 
its third day at the courthouse 
this morning with indication it 
might reach the jury later this 
afternoon. 

The plaintiffs case was rested 
at 9:40 a.m. today after hearing 
testimony from several wit- 
nesses who testified as to the 
good character and reputation of 
Shelton. 

Testifying as to Shelton's good 
character and reputation were 
Ral ph Brown, a member of the

Sullivan said he was ordered 
here by the state adjutant 
general during the spring and 
summer of 1964 to observe the 
racial situation.
